The  Mendel  Tulips  (page  16),  have 
been  developed  specially  for  forcing  and  are  easiest  of 
all  to  grow  in  this  way.  Then  there  are  the  Narcissi 
(page  29),  which  seem  almost  to  grow  themselves. 
There  are  also  the  Lily-of'the-Valley  and  the  Calla 
Lilies  which  require  hardly  enough  attention  to  make 
the  experience  interesting. 

The  Freesias  are  a  little  more  difficult,  though  still 
quite  simple.  The  Lilies  require  some  skill  and  the 
beginner  should  prepare  himself  for  some  disappoint' 
ment  the  first  time  he  attempts  to  grow  them.  Among 
late  flowering  Tulips  the  Breeders  (page  12)  and  the 
Darwins  (page  4)  may  be  forced  but  to  force  them 
successfully  requires  real  skill.  Consequently,  unless 
you  are  sure  of  your  ability  you  had  better  stick  to 
early  Tulips  and  not  try  the  Darwins  and  Breeders.
